S tarting in April, 1948, reve­ 
nue derived by the city from 
liquor license fees collected here, 
will be substantially higher and 
in th e following years m ay add 
approxim ately $7,500 annually to 
the city treasury. 
A bill signed by Gov. W arren 
last June and effective Sept. 19, 
returns all, instead of half, of 
license fees for on-sale and off- 
sale liquor dispenseries to cities 
and counties. 


IN THE PAST fiscal year, Palm 
Springs received $7,474.70 as its 
share 
of 
liquor 
license 
fees. 
U nder the new bill this bill will 
double, if the num ber of outlets 
—cocktail 
lounges 
and 
liquor 
stores—does not increase or di­ 
minish. That would m ean an ad­ 
ditional 
$7474.70 
annually 
for, 
Palm Springs. 
According to local officials, the 
effect of the new m easure will 
not be felt here until A pril of 
1948. The state reim burses the 
cities on a sem i-annual basis and 
as th e new law doesn’t become 
effective until Sept. 19, the Oc­ 
tober paym ent, covering the J a n ­ 
uary through June period, will 
not be effected. 


FIRST RESULTS of the in­ 
crease will be reflected in the 
April paym ent, and they will not 
show the full gain, then, it is 
believed, as half of the period 
covered—July through December 
—w ill be under the old act. 
B ut in the 1948-49 fiscal year 
and 
thereafter, 
unless 
another 
change is made before, the city 
will receive approxim ately $15,­ 
000 from liquor sales here. Palm 
Springs is the second city ni the 
county in num ber of liquor li­ 
censes extant.

Golf Course 
Deal Benefit 
to Club, City 


All Parties W ill 


Profit from Sale 


of 50-Foot Strip 


Action of the city council last 
Monday night in approving the 
purchase of a strip of land 50 
feet by 1127 feet for $52,500, pay­ 
able 
at 
$5,000 per 
year, 
will 
eventually place the city in com ­ 
plete possession of the entire golf 
course area as originally devel­ 
oped by the late Tom O’Connell. 
Since the land w as given as a 
gift to the city by O’Donnell in 
December 1944, the owners of the 
strip of land, N ate Milnor and 
Frank D augherty, have, it was 
pointed out, allowed followers of 
the game to play over their prop­ 
erty, which extends into the sec­ 
ond fairw ay and first green. 


THE ORIGINAL GIFT by Mr. 
O'Donnell, which w as subject to 
a 99-year lease he had previously 
entered into w ith the non-profit 
O’Donnell Golf Course, comprised 
approxim ately 30 acres but did 
not include the 50 feet by 1127 
feet which borders Alejo road and 
the northerly boundaries of the 
golf course. All of the land in­ 
cluding the strip is w ithin the 
iron fence that 
surrounds the 
property. Situated on this strip 
is a two-bedroom house, valued 
at approxim ately $25,000. 
The purchase of the land was 
m ade from the present ow ners 
under the following terms: $5,000 
down and $5,000 per year until 
paid. However, city fathers agreed 
to lease this strip of land to the 
O’Donnell Golf club for 25 years 
at a rate of $5,000 per year. U nder 
the term s of the purchase and 
subsequent lease w ith the O’Don­ 
nell Golf Club, the city of Palm 
Springs will come into legal fee 
ow nership of the entire tract of 
valuable land w ithout any great 
outlay in cash and will, a t the 
end of a little more than 11 years, 
receive a clear revenue of $5,000 
per year for a period of nearly 
14 years. Rental since O’Donnell 
donated the golf course to Palm 
Springs in D e c e m b e r , 
1944, 
am ounted to $3,000 per year for 
the approxim ately 30 acres. This 
therefore, increases the revenue 
to the city by $2,000. 


INCLUDED in the original gift 
by O’Donnell w ent 650 shares of 
W hitew ater M utual W ater Com ­ 
pany shares, a w ater reservoir 
and all of the pipe lines. 
Directors and mem bers of the 
Palm 
Springs 
O’Donnell 
Golf 
Club, it was announced, 
have 
c l o s e l y 
followed 
O’D onnell’s 
wishes in the operation of the 
course. It was his desire th at w in­ 
ter visitors, property owners and 
hotel guests be allowed to play 
on the nine hole golf course, the 
only recreational plant in the 
Village. 


OFFICERS of the club are J. F. 
French, president: Carl Hay man, 
vice-president and Fred Ingram , 
secretary-treasurer. 
In 
addition 
there are four directors consisting 
of H enry Clock, Milton Hicks, 
L. G. DeGraff and J. W. McAlis­ 
ter. All of the officers and direc­ 
tors are home ow ners in Palm 
Springs. 
“It is seldom th at all parties 
involved in a business transaction 
profit,” declared Ingram who is 
the m anager of the Palm Springs 
Branch Bank of America, “bu t in 
this transaction 
in 
which 
the 
ow ners of the property agreed to 
sell, the city to purchase, and the 
O’D onnell Golf Course to lease,

It’s regrettable that the old deadline of 2 a. m. has gone 
back into effect. It will likely result in more drunk driving 
and traffic accidents. Most over-indulgence occurs in the 
early hours when imbibbers lose all sense of their limita­ 
tions. The tw elve o’clock ban likely kept many people from 
over-drinking who were just as happy about it the next day. 
O perators of establishm ents serving liquor were w ell satis­ 
fied w ith the law too, as a rule. M any of them felt that they were 
much b etter off in the long run; so much so th at in m any com­ 
m unities they are getting together and all voluntarily closing 
their bars at m idnight. The same holds trae w ith m any of the 
“package” liquor stores.

Palm Springs’ establishm ents are continuing the practice of 
m idnight closing and are to be complim ented for doing so. But 
it is questionable if they will do so during th e w inter season. If 
people have become accustomed to the 2 o'clock deadline at home, 
they m ay become dissatisfied with the earlier closing hour here. 
So the bars will be forced to stay open. 
It’s too bad th a t tty? state legislature didn’t do som ething about 
it. A tw elve o’clock closing law would certainly receive gener­ 
ous support. As a m atter of fact, it should be nation-w ide. 
All of which rem inds me of the “m oderation advice” I saw 
som ewhere w hich said: “It’s all right to d rink like a fish, if you 
drink w hat a fish drinks.”

T hat evening of the first day 
of the Museum Conference in 
Quebec, I attended the N ational 
and State Parks Section, presided 
over by a K enneth Disher of the 
Cleveland M useum of N atural 
H istory. In later conversation, I 
discovered th at Mr. Disher was 
also 
from 
Ontario, 
California, 
even as I am and th at we knew 
a lot of people in common. It is 
indeed a very sm all world. 
E arle Newton of Vermont ad ­ 
dressed us first on Gatew ay M u­ 
seums, followed by a paper on 
the Colorado Regional M useum 
program read by Edgar McMe- 
chen. Next Ned Burns of the N a­ 
tional Park Service told of the 
latest developm ents in the field 
of Audio-Visual Aids in m useum s 
stressing recorded lectures and 
push-button movies. The N ational 
P ark Museums are far in advance 
of others in the experim entation 
and use of such devices. K irke 
M echem talked about the Kansas 
State Museums and Clayton Sca- 
gcars spoke on the New York 
State Parks, using a Brooklynese 
dialect to put across his points. 
Mr. Seagears is an accomplished 
cartoonist as well as hum orist 
and has issued an excellent pam ­ 
phlet on conservation aim ed at 
th at 
great 
m ultitude 
of 
"So 
W hat?” museum visitors. His ap ­ 
proach to the problem in New 
York in both original and effec­ 
tive. Next Mr. Carl G uthe de­ 
scribed the Historic House M u­ 
seum s in New York State, fol­ 
lowed by Wm. Schecle who told 
of th e unique travelling trailside 
museums, a portable trailer-m u- 
seum , specially developed by the 
Cleveland Museum to take to hos­ 
pitals, schools, playgrounds, and 
slum -districts, to bring the m u­ 
seum to those who cannot come 
to it. The concluding talk that 
first night was by Carl Russell 
of the N ational P ark Service who 
passed out m im eographed copies 
of his treatise on "Some In te r­ 
national Aspects of Park Museum 
W ork.” 


NEXT MORNING, the second 
and last day of the Museum Con­ 
ference. we attended again the 
Science Technical Section. Here 
Edward B oardm an of the Roch­ 
ester Museum spoke on "Techni­ 
que of Life Casting of Sm all 
V ertebrates" and illustrated his 
talk with models. He also dis­ 
played the new plastic im bedding 
process of W ard's Biological Sup­ 
ply House, w herein whole insects 
and other invertebrates are pre­ 
served intact in a chunk of glass- 
d e a r plastic. These blocks can be 
handled w ithout danger to the 
specimen and can be viewed from 
all sides. It is as if the object 
w ere suspended in the center of 
a piece of glass! This is the ideal 
w ay to show a Black Widow sp i­ 
der, for instance, so that the m u ­ 
seum visitor can 
pick up the 
block and see the hour-glass on 
the abdomen. Even if the block 
is dropped it will not break, and 
if it is scratched, it can easily 
be polished clear again in a jiffy. 
B artlett Frost of the Illinois 
State Museum read a paper and 
then led a long 
discussion on 
“Life Size H abitat versus M inia­ 
ture Dioram a Groups." No defi­ 
nite decision was reached, it be­ 
ing pointed out th at in some in­ 
stances full-size groups arc b et­ 
ter than m iniatures, and th at in 
qthers, the reverse is true. It de­ 
pends entirely 
upon 
the 
local 
situation, desired effect, and funds 
at your disposal. The latter item 
seem s to be the critical one. 
A fter tiie m orning session we 
toured the Citadel, the fam ous 
fortress of Quebec, scene of the 
historic m eeting of the late Pres. 
Roosevelt and W inston Churchill 
at the Quebec conference before 


the invasion of Europe. Then to 
the provincial museum for a tour 
of that edifice and a luncheon. 
I was greatly 
disappointed 
in 
both. The m useum was typically 
w hat a mesum should not be: 
old-fashion, crowded, poor light­ 
ing, too m any crow ded 
speci­ 
mens, inadequate or no 
labels, 
and a store-house rath er than dis­ 
play appearance. The luncheon 
was a small salad and coffee, and 
th a t’s all! Even the guest speak­ 
ers complained! 
Since the 
afternoon sessions 
dealt with strictly art museums 
and educational problem s in large 
museums, I felt it would be a 
waste of tim e and money to stay 
over another night in Quebec, so 
we packed up and left Quebec 
that Saturday afternoon. In get­ 
ting gasoline, Jim left his w rist - 
watch in th e wash 
room and 
w hen he returned for it, some­ 
one had already stolen it! That 
w asn't exactly a good exam ple of 
friendly relations. 


LEAVING QUEBEC, we head­ 
ed southeast to the M aine line. 
At the border I suddenly real­ 
ized I still had five dollars of 
Canadian currency and since I 
could not cash it 
in there, 
1 
thought I was just stuck w ith 
that amount. Then I had a bril­ 
liant idea. A ear w as just then 
entering Canada, so I boldly ap­ 
proached them and explained my 
predicam ent. They instantly took 
the money and gave me good old 
American bills in exchange. 
The 
roads 
from 
there 
into 
M aine w ere in terrible condition, 
full of chuck-holes and narrow 
and twisty. A rriving finally at 


Skowhegan, we put up at a most 
modern auto court. N ext morning 
we cut across to the A tlantic sea­ 
board, to Acadia National Park. 
Here I could readily see why the 
coasts 
of 
M aine 
w ere 
called 
“rock bound." It is indeed a beau­ 
tiful drive along that stretch of 
road 
overlooking 
the 
seething 
surf. In one 
place, 
called 
the 
Thunder Hole, the w aves dash in- ( 
to a hollowed cavity with s u c h ! 
speed that they resound against 
the overhanging roof like a clap ¡ 
of thunder. 
From 
Acadia 
we 
continued 
down the coast to D am ariscotta, 
the home of a constant Desert 
Museum participant last season, 
Mr. and Mrs. Dodge. Here we 
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had 
a delicious 
Maine lobster 
dinner and a long chat w ith their 
son whose hobby is the making 
of m iniature houses. Then on to 


The Desert Sun— J 


Portland, 
where 
we spent the 
next night.

ing Expediter, San Bernardino. 
"The signing of the recent bill 
by the president provides n o th ­ 
ing autom atic or general regard­ 
ing decontrol in R iverside county 
w hich includes Palm Springs and 
u n d er no condition is any decon­ 
trol on any dw elling unit effec­ 
tive w ithout application to the 
local rent office. 
“New rental units built since 
February of this year, if not built 
u nder V eteran’s priority, are d e­ 
controlled. 
R ental 
units 
which 
w ere not rented betw een F ebru­ 
ary 1, 1945, and Jan u ary 31, 1947, 
are subject to decontrol. 
"The new bill contains a d e­ 
control 
provision 
for 
certain 
hotels and 
decontrol 
of these 
m u st be obtained through appli­ 
cation with either the San B er­ 
nardino office or Riverside. 
“It is expected th a t local ren t 
control com m ittees w ill be formed 
and it is thought th at these bodies 
w ill be functioning in about tw o 
or th ree w eeks.”
